TERROR.

Sherathang, Sept. 23. 
The Chinese ure terrorising 

Indian businessmen in 

Tibet in an effort to drive 

them out of the country, 

refugees from ‘Tibet sald 
today. 

The informants, who were on 
thelr way to Indla, sald the 
Chinese have touched off a 
campaign of murder and rob- 
bery of Indinn businessmen to 
force them to close down thelr 
buatnesses in Tibet, thus creat- 
ing an ecenome * yacuum 
{tvouring Chinese immlgrants, 

A notorious — pro-Chinese 
Tibetan raided an Indian's shop 
in Yatung on Monday and 
stubbed the owner to death, one 
informant said. The incident 
occurred in bread daytight, 
almost within sight of the thou- 
sands of Chinese troops in tho 


town. 
LEAVING 

As a result, Indlan business- 
men who already were pre- 
paring to leave Yatung but were 
foreed to stay on because they 
were not permitted to take any 
money or goods with them,

NOT INFREQUENT 


An Observatory spokesman 
said this morning that water- 
spouts were not Infrequent in 
this area but rarely photo- 
graphed,

Watcrspouts, he said, are 

vortices extending from the 
cloud base (clearly seen In the 
photograph) . to the surface of 
the sea, Th form on the 
lower side of heavy shower or 
thunderclouds and the rotating 
voriex slowly descends to the 
water surface. 
* The humid air below the 
; Giaud base within the vortex 
condenses Into a cone-shaped 
cloud, whereas near the surface 
of the sca the wind churns up 
sca spray. 

There jis often a clear ‘gap 
between the sca spray and the 
cone-shaped cloud in the upper 
part of the vortex, They are 
quite common ‘in the troples 
and they occur jn Hongkong 
quite freauently between May 
and October. 

‘They usually last between two 
to 35 minutes, ond usually 
average 15 minutes, Thelr dia- 
inter May range from 20 to 200 
‘ect,
